Dear Outlooks, 

I am a gay conservative and a member 
of the Canadian Alliance. Some people 
might think that this is an oxymoron; some 
gay columnists have even called it 
“moronic.” Nevertheless, it’s true. 

For me, the recent resurgence of the 
conservative movement in Canada is the 
best thing that has happened in politics in a 
long time. I finally have a movement 
where I can fit in for believing that less 
government is good and that the free 
market is not evil. This conservative 
renaissance need not be feared by gays; it 
should be seen as another vehicle for gays 
to pursue their objectives. Yet many gays 
won’t go near the Canadian Alliance 
because of its conservative policies. 
Instead, they flock to the Liberal party, 
attracted by its apparent acceptance of 
gays. I, on the other hand, don’t support the 
Liberals’ economic policies—nor do I 
really see them as being the champions of 
gay rights that some others do. 

What pro-active steps have the 
Liberals taken for gays during their recent 
tenure in Ottawa? Yes, the Liberals did 
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enact Bill C-23, which was a significant 
advance for gay rights in Canada. 
However, C-23 wasn’t a pro-active move 
on the Liberals’ part to show acceptance of 
gays, it was a forced response to a Supreme 
Court ruling that occurred because the 
Liberals didn’t take any substantial steps to 
advance the legal rights of gays. 

Many gay Liberal supporters have 
failed to notice that their “gay friendly” 
party decided to leave gay marriage, 
equality for gays in terms of immigration 
and many of other gay rights issues out of 
Bill C-23. During the debate surrounding 
C-23, Liberal Minister of Justice Anne 
McLellan stated the “definition of 
marriage, which dates back to 1866, has 
served us well and will not change.” When 
Stockwell says something like that, gays 
get scared, but why don’t they get scared 
when the Liberals say it? If the Liberals 
were truly gay-friendly, they would be 
passing gay rights legislation and speaking 
up on television in the House of Commons 
defending gay rights. They don’t. Instead, 
they quietly put up with gays and let gay 
rights decisions take place in courtrooms 
where the opinions of Liberal MPs aren’t 
expressed or criticized. 

I don’t understand why some gays fear 
the Alliance position that gay rights issues 
should be debated in Parliament instead of 
the courts. I would feel much more 
comfortable being ‘out’ in my daily life, 
with full equality in terms of marriage, if 
that decision were made by MPs voting 
freely, and not by Supreme Court justices. 

Why is that? Because I don’t want 
people to tolerate me, and that is what will 
happen if a court decides that I can get 
married. Debate is what educates people 
and sways public opinion. I don’t want to 
win rights in a closed legal battle and I want 
to convince a majority of Canadians that I 
deserve those rights. And I believe that I 
can do that. ; 

A criticism that I hear from gays about 
the CA is that its leader is a committed 
Christian. Why is this so evil? Should 
being a believer in God exclude you from 
participating in politics? In the same vein, 
should holding strong beliefs for 
homosexuality exclude gays from public 
office? How do you think the liberal media 
would react to that? Gays might not realize 
it but, just like they are constantly having to 
defend their homosexuality, Mr. Day has to 
constantly defend his religious beliefs. He 
once said, “Real intolerance in Canadian 
society is shown by those who would deny 
people of faith the right to participate in 
public life.” No one should be placed at the 
margins of Canada’s political system 
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because of their beliefs, be they 
conservative, homosexual or Christian. 

Even Stockwell Day stating that he 
would not “use the powers of the state to 
promote traditional values” has not calmed 
his critics. Well-known Alliance MP Ian 
McClelland, who has long been a supporter 
of gay rights, told me that Day is not 
homophobic; he is simply “dumb” on some 
gay rights issues and would never impose 
his Christian beliefs on others. I wonder 
how gays would react to press coverage 
Stating that, as a gay man, I couldn’t be 
prime minister because I might impose my 
“gay agenda” on Canadians? Both gays 
and conservatives need to realize that 
neither group wants to impose their beliefs 
on others; they just want to have their 
positions respected and be able to live their 
lives as they please without the government 
making them feel any better or worse than 
anyone else. True conservatism is about 
getting the state out of making decisions 
and influencing choices that individuals 
make with regards to their personal lives, 
not making everyone Evangelical 
Christians. 

Many gays also fear the possibility of 
the CA debating the use of the 
“notwithstanding” clause (s.33) to overrule 
a court ruling extending more rights to 
gays. I, however, am confident that if the 
CA ever wins an election and were faced 
with debating the use of s.33 that they 
would choose not to use it. Just look at 
Alberta, where debate of s.33’s use actually 
prompted the government to support the 
Vriend decision. If “redneck” Alberta 
wasn’t able to successfully invoke s.33, I 
am confident that a majority of Canadians 
would not support its permanent use by the 
CA (for the record, s.33 can only be 
invoked for five years, at which point the 
government is faced with once again 
debating whether or not to overrule the 
Charter of Rights ruling). 

Because of my opinions, I sometimes 
feel a little like an outsider amongst both 
my gay and conservative friends. It seems 
like I am constantly explaining my support 
of the CA to them, as they don’t always

Richard Kay has a sixth sense when 
it comes to recognizing the value in a 
business deal that others might consider 
risky at best, and a certain failure at 
worst. The Edmontonian-cum- 
Saskatooner-cum-Edmontonian recently 
acquired the Georgia Baths, on one of 
the oldest stretches of Jasper Avenue 
across from the convention centre, and 
has succeeded in turning around what 
many consider to be one of the most 
notorious business addresses in the city. 

The Georgia Baths, or “orgia Baths” 
as the former burnt-out neon used to 
proclaim, survived the crackdown of 
bathhouses in Canadian cities in the late 
1970s, in part through _ straight 
ownership that largely appeared 
oblivious to what may or may not have 
been going on in the establishment. But 
all blindness aside, over the last thirty 
years, the Georgia Baths has seen little 
maintenance and upkeep and a steadily 
declining clientele. Many younger 
Edmontonians do not even know the 
bathhouse exists. 

Kay’s ownership, along with the 
investment and support of his life 
partner, Terry Webb, has brought with it 
wholesale changes to the old lady on 
Jasper. Parts of the bathhouse that were 
long ago walled-up have been re-opened, 
expanding the sauna area substantially. 
The two wet saunas are in the process of 
being retiled and cleaned up, and the 
addition of a big screen TV and snack 
bar have also created a more amenable 
atmosphere. 

Outlooks spoke to Kay about his re- 
development of Georgia Baths, and 
about what the future might hold for this 
particular part of Jasper Avenue. 

Outlooks: You haven’t been in the 
city that long, have you? How long have 
you been here? 

Kay: Oh, actually about two-and-a- 
half years. But I did live in Edmonton 
prior to that for a short period of time— 
about three years—and Calgary as well. 
So I’m familiar with Alberta. 

Outlooks: Are you the sole owner 
of Georgia Baths? 

Kay: No. I am the principal party, 
but I have a partner, a life-mate—we’re

in business and everything else. And if I 
don’t mention him in this thing, he’1I kill 
me! [Laughs.] 

Outlooks: The first question that 
comes out of this, I guess, even before 
we talk about the business, is how 
difficult or easy is it having someone 
who is your partner involved with your 
business? Either as an investor or 
someone you work with. 

Kay: Excellent. Really! Terry 
actually discovered the place. We have 
this thing—we’re lucky—he seems to 
have a nose for finding businesses that 
seem very difficult to work with but 
have potential. And then he brings me in 
and I pretty much take care of the rest. 
It’s worked out very well. We’ve been 
together for many years. 

Outlooks: Oh? How long? 

Kay: [Laughs.] Well, we lived 
together for seven years, and have been 
married for three. We actually had a 
church wedding. July Sth was our 
anniversary. So, actually we work 
together really well. 

Outlooks: Which businesses were 


you involved in prior to buying Georgia 
Baths? 

Kay: My main business has been 
radio, television and broadcasting. For 
many years. 
that.

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Outlooks: In what capacity? 

Kay: On-air. Both television and 
radio. And I enjoyed it. And when 
you’re young, it’s really something you 
enjoy doing. But after a while reality 
sets in and you see there’s no money in it 
and you leave. After that, I took a job 
with K-Mart in management. I started 
learning the retail business world from 
there and they actually taught me a lot, 
even if they’re no longer around. From 
there, I started out with a pizza place in 
Calgary. About the same time, I went in 
with a non-gay partner on a couple of 


bookstores, also in Calgary. One is still 
going to this day—Another 
Dimension—on 10th Avenue. I’m the 
one that named it and started it. 

Outlooks: So what made you decide 
to purchase Georgia Baths? It’s been 
around forever. 

Kay: Yes, it has; but you know the 
funny thing is, it’s not very well known 
in the Edmonton gay community. I used 
to live around that area, too, and I never 
had any idea that it was a gay 
establishment. I used to pass it all the 
time, but I think I’ve done what many 
prior to me have done: when you see the 
word bath you think, “I wonder if...” 
But because you never hear people talk 
about it in the gay community, you 
figure it’s not [that kind of bathhouse]. 
Terry and I came to Edmonton and we 
knew we wanted to start a business, and 
at this point we decided to start a gay 
business so that we could be comfortable 
with our own people and environment. 
We had a heck of a time determining 
what sort of business we wanted to get 
into. We thought of a bar, but the market 
was already saturated for that in the city, 
and we really didn’t know that much

about how to handle a bar. So I was a 
little reluctant to do that. Then Terry 
stumbled onto Georgia Baths—I wish he 
were here because I don’t really 
remember how he did—and he said to 
me, “Well, what about this place?” I 
hummed and hawed, and went down to 
see the owner at the time—it had been in 
his family for a number of years, 
something like fifty, and he was retiring 
and was thinking of selling. I took one 
look at it and thought, no, absolutely 
not! But he seemed to take a liking to 
me, and we talked some more. Terry 
thought it had potential, and the price 
was right, the lease was_ right, 
everything was right—so we had 
nothing to lose. We took it over a year 
ago this past March. It was something to 
work on, let me tell you, but through 
amazing support in the gay 
community—and I can’t say enough 
about that; they really backed me all the 
way—lI was able to keep investing back 
in the place. And I’m pretty proud of it. 

Outlooks: So what improvements 
did you make? 

Kay: [Laughs.] Wow! I took a raw 
piece of clay—and I think that anyone 
familiar with the place is chuckling over 
this right now—it was pretty devastated. 
The prior owner refused to recognize 
that is was frequented by the gay 
community. He had his head firmly in 
the sand. He also didn’t invest a nickel 
in the place, so in the course of fifty 
years, he didn’t even have someone slap 
a coat of paint on it. One side was 
completely shut down—firewalled—and 
the floors were ripping up everywhere. 
We’ve really dived right into it— 
painting, flooring, revamping. We’ve 
added security doors to give peace of 
mind to patrons, as well as a new 
canteen, a hot tub... we’ ve revamped one 
sauna and are in the process of 
beginning the other. 

Outlooks: I know you’re the only 
wet gay sauna in town... 

Kay: One of the big attractions is 
the wet sauna, yeah, and not just for the 
gay community. We get a lot of 
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heterosexual businessmen and farmers 
trying to find steam. 

Outlooks: You’re part of that 
stretch of Jasper, though, that is on the 
cusp of development. What will happen 
to Georgia Baths if that stretch of 
historical Jasper gets developed? Will 
the Baths survive if that part of Jasper 
becomes upscale? 

Kay: Yes, of course. In fact, I’m 
looking forward to it. I’m excited about 
it. Since I’ve been there, for the past 
year, they were supposed to start on the 
fagade of the building. But things aren’t 
getting done. The amount of effort I’ve 
put on the inside of the building I’d like 
to see on the outside as well. I don’t 
anticipate the area changing to the point 
where my clientele would feel 
uncomfortable coming downstairs. In 
fact, I think it would become more of an 
attraction. I don’t know, though, how 
fast the changes to the area are going to 
take place. 

Outlooks: So what’s in the future, 
then, for Georgia Baths? 

Kay: Well, funny you should 
mention that. [Laughs.] I don’t really 
want to say, except to say that I have 
some really wonderful plans. 
Expansion. 

Outlooks: Downstairs? 

Kay: Downstairs, and there’s more 
space upstairs too. There are a lot of 
things coming my way shortly. My 


ultimate goal for Georgia Baths is to 
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provide an alternative place for gay and 
bisexual men to come—and when I say 
an alternative place I mean a place of 
recreation. I think the major themes of 
bathhouses have changed with AIDS, 
and I think what you are going to find is 
that bathhouses are going to become 
more entertainment places, rather than 
strictly for physical contact. And that’s 
what I’m trying to do—maybe I’ll be a 
pioneer, I don’t know. My goal is to 
provide enough entertainment in the 
establishment so that men don’t have to 
come down to meet somebody; they can 
sit by the pool, watch TV or whatever. I 
have a five-year plan for Georgia Baths 
and, hopefully, at the end of five years 
I'll have an establishment that will allow 
gay people to say it’s a fun place to 
come, not just to meet somebody.

We all went to school. We all realized 
at some point we were gay. And many of 
us dreaded every day of classes, because 
we knew that within those walls of 
learning, our abusers waited. And, no 
matter what they did, they would largely 
go unpunished. 

Sometimes it was from our fellow 
students. Sometimes the abuse came from 
teachers. Regardless of the source of the 
fear, we endured the treatment because 
there was nothing we could do. Not only 
did lodging an official complaint 
potentially open you up to more abuse 
(because it immediately identified you as 
gay), there was no legal reason for the 
schools to protect you. 

It seems that this is all about to 
change. 

Throughout the civilized world, the 
education system is finally waking up to a 
situation that has continued unabated 
(even sanctioned) for generations. The 
value of emotional and physical safety for 
all students is being recognized as 
essential to a young person’s success in 
school. For those of us who endured the 
entire education experience with our 
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School principles 


heads down, waiting for the 
names/attacks/punches to stop, this news 
comes as a validation of the pain we were 
subjected to. 

Homophobia in schools takes many 
forms, not all of them as obvious as the 
fagbasher waiting for his victim after 
school. Queer students face twelve years 
of being harassed, stalked, ignored by 
teachers, having their lockers or 
possessions vandalized... the details are 
ones that we are all familiar with. To this 
day, I can still name every one of the 
young men that made my life miserable. 
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And it was not just my classmates: several 
teachers participated in the exercise as 
well. There was the social studies teacher 
who tumed red at the mere mention of 
homosexuality (years later I met his gay 
brother at a gay dinner party), and the 
drama teacher who wouldn’t allow any 
gay characters in the improvisation 
exercises (he also taught creationism in 
biology). One teacher even went so far as 
to expel me from physics in grade ten 
because he didn’t want to deal with a 
“fag” in his class. From grade one to 
twelve, a succession of arrogant males 


with something to prove to themselves 
turned my years of schooling in a small 
town into a experiment in systematically 
breaking my spirit. 

Better luck next time, guys. 

Education boards all over North 
America and the U.K. are currently racing 
to deal with their official policies on 
harassment. Defining harassment is 
important: it is no longer enough for the 
term “sexual orientation” to be “read into” 
the policies. A careful definition of 
harassment will help all students learn 
how to treat others with dignity and 
respect. 

I spoke with Victor Tanti, Director of 
Communications for the Edmonton Public 
School Board, regarding such measures. 
Currently, there is no specific provision to 
protect queer or queer-perceived students 
from harassment but, according to Tanti, 
the school board’s Student Behaviour and 
Conduct Policy allows school officials to 
address all issues of student behaviour. 
“Tt’s designed with students in mind,” he 
says.

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The policy clearly outlines students’ 
rights and responsibilities, from obvious 
tules like attending school regularly and 
punctually, to students’ rights when it 
comes to offering explanations for their 
actions (in the event of misbehaviour). 
Among the rights issues addressed: 

« Students shall be treated with 
dignity, respect and fairness by other 
students and staff. 

¢ Students shall be provided with a 
learning environment that is free from 
physical, emotional and social abuse. 

Among students’ responsibilities: 

¢ To contribute to a climate of mutual 
trust and respect conducive to effective 
learning, personal development and social 
living. 

The role of the parent is stressed as 
“vital,” and the school  district’s 
expectation is that the parents “work with 
the school to resolve student behavioural 
issues when they affect their children” and 
to “cooperate with the school’s or 
district’s course of action prior to 
readmission.” 

However, despite Tanti’s assertion 
that the policy doesn’t break down or 
distinguish between different types of 
discrimination, there is a specific list: 
“Students shall show respect for ethnic, 
racial, religious and gender differences.” 

No mention of actual (or perceived) 
sexual orientation here. 

“The difference I notice now is that 
there is a level of tolerance now that 
wasn’t present years ago,” Tanti says. 
“Kids know their rights. As a student, you 
have the right to be treated with fairness 
and respect.” 

Tell that to the grade nine Surrey, 
B.C. student who tragically committed 
suicide last spring, leaving a note that 
claimed he had been endlessly tormented 
at school. Despite claims that he was 
definitely not gay (at least, according to 
his father, who called homosexuality 
“abhorrent’”), the homophobic bullying 
pushed him towards an early grave. The 
suicide occurred just days before the B.C. 
Teachers Federation was to vote on the 
issue of whether or not to support gay- 
straight alliances in the school district. 
They voted overwhelmingly in support of 
this motion and, by all accounts at press 
time, the BCTF still has not gone to hell in 
a handbag. It is expected that other 
similar initiatives will be addressed as 
they come up elsewhere across Canada. 

In the United States, a slightly more 
litigious country than our own, 
preventative measures are being 
established for more practical reasons. In 
New York State, the Board of Education 
voted unanimously to add a new section to 
its sexual harassment policy prohibiting 
abuse based on actual or perceived sexual 
orientation, as well as colour, disability, 
national origin, race or religion. The 
policy will be distributed to all district 
personnel and published in student 
handbooks for grades six through twelve. 
Harassment is defined as “offensive 


epithets or slurs, derogatory jokes, graffiti 
and other offensive verbal or non-verbal 
conduct.” The statewide Coalition For 
Safer Schools sees this as a victory, but 
the reason the education board is so eager 
to appear progressive could be related to 
the fact that three other school systems in 
the region are currently facing lawsuits for 
failing to protect gay and lesbian students. 

Officials in the Salt Lake City School 
District are getting ready to overturn an 
ill-advised policy dating from 1996, when 
they voted to ban all school clubs not 
directly related to the curriculum, rather 
than let The Gay-Straight Alliance meet 
within its walls. In their zeal to keep 
queer issues outside the school, they also 
punished the chess club, The Young 
Republicans and a group focused on 
educating students about drunk driving. 
Taxpayers have, to date, paid $180,000 
US defending the education board from 
federal lawsuits spawned by that policy. 

In Kansas City, a Pleasant Hill High 
School student has launched a sexual 
harassment lawsuit that alleges he was 
harassed because people thought he was 
gay. According to the suit, the boy was 
called names, beaten and nearly run over 
with a car by his abusers, while school 
officials did nothing to effectively stop the 
harassment he endured for four years. 
The case inspired U.S. Attorney General 
Janet Reno to file to join the lawsuit, 
requesting that the district develop a plan 
to ensure a “harassment-free” 
environment for its students. 
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There are currently twenty such 
lawsuits pending throughout the U.S. 

Indeed, it seems our next phase of 
human rights just might come about 
because of the threat of litigation. Only 
when schools began to be sued over their 
policies of non-inclusion did education 
boards begin to effectively deal with the 
issue. 

British school officials are currently 
asking the government to expand their 
authority so they can expel pupils who 
harass others. Once Britain’s Human 
Rights Act comes into effect in October, 
schools could be liable for millions of 
pounds if they fail to protect their students 
from harassment. 

Policies in Virginia and Michigan are 
being voted on as this issue of Outlooks 
goes to press. 

For the next generation of gay youth, 
the new policies mean they can actually 
tend to their education, instead of 
spending their school hours steeling 
themselves for the next wave of abuse. 
Even if the only reason the education 
system is finally addressing the issue is 
because they don’t want to be sued, I will 
accept and applaud any move toward a 
world where queer (or queer-perceived) 
youth can tend to their personal 


intellectual growth without constantly 
looking over their shoulder to see where 
the next attack is coming from. 

Imagine how strong the next gay 
wave will be if they have access to 
protection.

Over the course of the next five to 
seven years, a number of couples will 
begin to formally challenge the Canadian 
definition of marriage through this 
country’s court system, thanks to B.C. 
Attorney General Andrew Petter’s May 20 
declaration that, “In a modern society there 
is no justification for denying same-sex 
couples the same option to form marital 
bonds as are afforded to opposite-sex 
couples.” 

A little over two months later, on July 
26, Petter bettered himself by announcing 
the provincial government’s decision to 
challenge the federal ban on same-sex 
marriages by taking the issue to the 


Supreme Court of B.C. And, in all 
likelihood, beyond. 
This came about because two 


Vancouver Island-based lesbians, Cynthia 
Callahan and Judy Lightwater, applied 
for—and were subsequently denied—a 
licence to marry. 

As I write this, the two women are on 
their honeymoon, so obviously the lack of 
a licence was not enough to keep these two 
crazy kids from making a commitment 
equivalent to the somewhat more 
traditional “love, honour and cherish.” 

Normally, this would warm the 
cockles of my matrimonially-minded heart, 
but I’m having a hard time getting behind 
the twosome that inspired a local radio 
parody of the Sinatra classic Love and 
Marriage (“Lesbian marriage, lesbian 
marriage, go together like...”). 

Callahan and Lightwater had known 
each other a scant eight months before they 
decided to get married. Upon hearing this 
my eyes began rolling, practically zipping 
around in their sockets like gyroscopes. 
Eight months? I’ve often not decided if I 
really like a pair of shoes within that time 
period, let alone a life partner. 

Now, this is not to say that I have not 
been guilty of travelling around with a U- 
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Haul on occasion, but that was when I was 
young and stupid. Like Callahan and 
Lightwater, I am no longer young and not 
prone to making that mistake again. 
(Besides, my belongings now take up more 
cubic feet than the average trailer holds.) 

When I expressed this concern to a 
friend of mine, he said, “Well, straight 
people can get married the day after they 
meet.” : 

While this indeed true, it should be 
noted that there is another term besides 
‘straight’ that we have for those people: 
“insane.” This is not to say such a union 


can’t work, but I question the stability of a 


relationship where there is little 
foundation. (Who hasn’t been in that state 
where the fact that you both like forest 
green, scallops and ‘80s music seems 
enough to base a lifetime together on?) 

Clearly it is possible that these two 
women could enjoy a fabulous, enduring 
partnership, but it must be noted that the 
pressures of having a relationship that is 
held up to scrutiny in the press will be very 
difficult. And while I’m sure the initial 
attention to their plight will be quite 
interesting and, at times, even enjoyable, I 
doubt that after the fourth or fifth year it 
will hold the same calibre of thrill. 

How do you go on, say, Newsworld 
and discuss your commitment to the 
institution of marriage after your spouse’s 
parents have been in town for two weeks, 
your back’s a mess and you’re worried 
about being downsized at work—the result 
of which has been a series of fights that has 
you seriously questioning the relationship. 
My point here is that relatives visit, backs 
spasm, life hands you hassles and couples 
fight. And sometimes they don’t make it 
past the fights. 

Seldom do you find a relationship less 
than a year old that has really, truly been 
put to the test. 

The first few tests are often trials 
where it is sheer will and determination 
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Too much too soon? 


that triumphs and allows the relationship to 
go forward. To experience these emotional 
highs and lows while having to be publicly 
representative of an “issue” is a thought I 
find unfathomable. 

The other issue I have with Callahan 
and Lightwater is their announcement that 
they will continue to live in separate 
domiciles once they wed. The passing of 
legislation to support gay marriage will 
come from a group where, presumably, 
queers will be in the minority; to throw the 
idea of independent dwellings into the mix 
will quite likely:discredit these women. 

“Judy. and I want to be married 
because we are deeply committed to 
sharing the rest of our lives together, just 
like most other couples who choose to 
marry,” said Callahan in a press release 
issued~on her behalf through EGALE 
(Equality for Gays And _ Lesbians 
Everywhere). I wholeheartedly agree with 
that sentiment. However, I find the 
statement rather misleading in light of the 
admission of their mutual desire to 
maintain individual residences. Let’s pull 
out a few key words here: married, 
committed, sharing, together... all words, in 


my mind, that imply the couple is 
interested in living together. 

While I don’t believe that activists 
have to be  squeaky-clean with 
whitewashed images to be effective—nice, 
polite AIDS activists never won anything 
worth winning—I want my marriage 
activist to at least be supportive of some of 
the institution’s main concepts: for 
example, living together. 

And I could be more comfortable 
getting behind Callahan and Lightwater’s 
quest for marriage if Callahan weren’t an 
EGALE board member. The whole thing 
has the icky feeling of a publicity stunt. I 
hope that’s not the case, but to me this 
challenge to the status quo feels slightly 
off. 

The situation reminds me of another 
couple, political and public—the two had a 
relationship, that for all their best 
intentions, sometimes came off looking... 
well, a little calculated. I’m not naming 
names here, but let me leave you with this 
final thought: 

Have we learned nothing from the 
tragedy of Ellen and Anne? 
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Homo night in Canada

It’s Hockey Night in Canada. Your 
father and brother hunker down to yell at 
the television while you push your 
Matchboxes through the shag carpet or, 
better yet, whip up a little something in 
your Easy-Bake oven. 

All the other boys are out on the street, 
slapping an orange plastic ball around with 
their heavily taped hockey sticks and 
calling themselves by unfamiliar names you 
assume must relate to the players you saw 
on television. You’re inside with Archie 
and Jughead. 

On the school grounds, the other guys 
are frantically trading hockey cards, two of 
this guy for one of that. You get in on the 
action by buying a pack, but the cards all 
have confusing statistics and things on the 
back, so you end up using yours to make 
clackers on the spokes of your Mustang. 

Stereotypical? Maybe, but that’s how I 
spent the evenings when my family’s 
channel was tuned to the national pastime 
or when hide-and-seek turned to group 
sports. Like a lot of gay men, I avoided the 
rough and tumble of team sports during 
childhood. Later, I developed a taste for 
baseball and wrestling, but that was mostly 
for the uniforms. 

In fact, even a lot of gay men who were 
athletically inclined fell away from team 
sports in their teen years and young 
adulthood, partly because they weren’t 
made to feel comfortable in the 
unapologetically heterosexual atmosphere 
that often infuses the playing field. 

That’s what happened to Kevin Griffin, 
a Vancouver reporter who was a big hockey 
fan in his youth. He gave up hockey about 
the same time he began his coming-out 
process. 

“Tt was violent,” he says now. “I didn’t 
like the fights and I was becoming more 
aware of the homophobia in the locker 
room.” 

He withdrew from the game until 1993, 
when another friend drafted him to play on 
a team that was forming for the 1994 Gay 
Games in New York. 

“T hadn’t played in years and I guess I 
was still carrying the baggage from years 
ago,” he says. After the Gay Games, some 
of Griffin’s teammates talked about joining 
a league where they could play regularly. 
Griffin took on the task of approaching the 
University of B.C.’s “Duffer’s League” to 
ask if a predominantly gay team could join. 

“We were extremely nervous about 
that, because it’s hockey and they’re 
straight guys,” says Griffin. It turned out to 
be no problem at all. 

The locker room talk is a world away 
from the old days for members of the 
Cutting Edges, as Griffin’s team is called. 


“Tt’s nice to be able to talk about what 
you did on the weekend and say ‘those two 
guys on the other team were cute’ and ‘did 
you see the ref?” 

As for the ever-popular gay locker 
room fantasy, keep dreaming. 

“Tt’s very chaste,” says Griffin. “Before 
the game, you’re very focused on playing 
and, after the game you talk about how well 
you did—or didn’t do—you shower, you 
dress and you go out for drinks.” 

Another dream dashed. 

Griffin says there is nothing political 
about a gay team, except maybe the 
underlying feeling he had when he laced on 
the skates again after all that time. 
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“You feel like a kid again,” he says. 
“Why should just straight guys get to do 
this?” 

They also seem to evoke some 
childlike response among spectators at the 
annual Pride parades. Team members tend 
to inline skate through the parade route, 
flaunting their superior Canadianness over 
those of us who can’t tell a puck from a 
jockstrap. Hockey! At the Pride parade? It 
seems shocking, but then there are the 
Parents and Friends of Gay Pentecostal 
Gardeners just behind them, so who can 
tell? 

Still, it does seem a bit—oh, how 
“second year” this word is—subversive for 
young Canadian men to be strapping on the 
skates and hiking their hockey sticks down 
to the gay parade. 

Two years ago, my smartass friend 
Mike hollered, ““You look straight!” as they 
skated by. 

In addition to the regular season 
playing against predominantly straight 
teams (where they do very well, it must be 
said), the Cutting Edges play in a circuit of 
gay tournaments in Toronto, Ottawa, 
Montreal and Vancouver. 


Which is what Griffin is focusing on 
these days. He is hoping that a major 
tournament slated for Easter next year will 
draw a whole new crowd of gay players, 
especially from elsewhere in western 
Canada. 

“T want a team from the prairies,” he 
says. “There must be a pile of fag hockey 
players on the prairies.” 

There’s an image that does my heart 
good: a “pile” of hockey players. 

Griffin acknowledges that a lot of 
people have “baggage” with hockey. Some 
gay men he knows have talked of a mutual 
support group for Adult Survivors of 
Hockey Night in Canada. Well maybe... 
But for me, I’ll stick to baking—it’s good 
therapy.

You may have read about it in the 
local paper or heard about it on the 
national news. I have personally spoken 
to The Calgary Herald, A-Channel and 
Canada AM, while headlines have been 
appearing in everything from USA Today 
to The National Post. Recently, the media 
has begun talking about gay men and HIV. 

You might think that this is nothing 
new, but it is. USA Today recently 
reported that San Francisco became the 
first U.S. city to confirm a statistically 
significant rise in new infections in gay 
men from HIV, after years of steadily 
decreasing rates. The San Francisco 
Health Department found that the new 
infection rate had nearly tripled from 1997 
to 1999. However, there’s no evidence 
that the number of new infections is rising 
nationally.

Still, this news has set the media 
ablaze. Everyone is talking about a 
“second-wave” of AIDS cases that will 
soon rival the devastation wrought in the 
‘80s. And they are saying that it will hit 
the gay community. 

Experts are blaming everything from 
prevention fatigue (gay men getting tired 
of practicing safer sex) to the misguided 
belief that there is a cure for AIDS. Many 
are suggesting that gay men don’t feel 
HIV is a threat to them. They point to 
phenomena such as barebacking clubs and 
connections made on the Internet that 
provide enough anonymity that people 
might not know anything about with 
whom they are sleeping. 

But this is not what we are seeing in 
Calgary. In The Men’s Project’s work 
with gay and bisexual men in Calgary, we 
have found that we are very interested in 
protecting ourselves. Our recent survey 
demonstrated how gay men in this city are 
making many safer choices when it comes 
to sex, including using condoms, choosing 
to participate in less risky (but just as fun) 
activities and getting to know their 
partner’s HIV status before engaging in 
higher risk behaviors. Still, we are

hearing about increased infection rates in 
our community just like everywhere else. 

On August 8th, The Calgary Herald 
ran a headline on the front page of the 
City section that read, “Gay sex leading 
HIV cause in city.” While this is true 
according to statistics from the Calgary 
Regional Health Authority, what the 
article didn’t say was that infections from 
heterosexual contact and intravenous drug 
use were only a few percentage points 
behind. In fact, each group makes up 
roughly one-third of new infections in the 
city. 

Very often, the headline is all that 
people read as they flip 
through a magazine or 
newspaper. Therefore, 
without being read in the, 
proper context, a headline| : 


can prove to be very 
damaging. It would be 
easy for someone to read 
this headline, flip to the next story, and 
make a false assumption about their own 
risk for HIV infection. It could cause a 
false sense of security in the straight 
community that heterosexuals are not at 
risk of HIV infection. 

Also, the headline could reinforce and 
perpetuate stereotypes about gay men that 
continue to prevent acceptance and 
understanding of the gay community. The 
implication that sex between men leads to 
disease is simply false. Sex between men 
doesn’t lead to disease; certain sexual 
behaviours between members of either 
sex have a risk of transmitting HIV or 
other STDs when an infected person is 
involved. Knowing the risks and 
understanding how to prevent 
transmission is the best weapon against 
HIV and AIDS. 

Also, I fear that misleading headlines 
and information can be damaging to the 
self-images of gay men. We already live 
in a homophobic world; we don’t need to 
be told that our sexual behavior is 
unhealthy. It would be terrible if gay men

were frightened out of their own healthy 
sexuality. Instead, we need to understand 
HIV so that homosexuals and 
heterosexuals can make informed 
decisions about maintaining healthy and 
fulfilling sex lives. 

There are those who are becoming 
very angry about this new wave of 
attention aimed at gay men and HIV. 
Members of the AIDS Coalition To 


" Unleash Power (ACT UP) held a press 


conference outside San Francisco’s AIDS 
Office in July to protest what they call the 
scapegoating of the sexual behavior of 
gay men. They think the recent 
information is “extremely misleading.” 
There is a danger that this kind of 
hysteria could lead to further 
marginalization of homosexual men. 
Opponents of civil rights could use this to 
condemn the sexual behavior of the entire 
.community and justify the continued

In Calgary, all those who engage in risky 


= behaviour, and those who love them, are 


often, unfortunately, viewed in the same 
light. This is a disease that we are all 
fighting, and we all need to do our part. 
Still, there are those who disagree. 
Some say that safer sex is a way of the 
mainstream community dictating sexual 
behaviour to gay men. Some websites 
argue that telling us to limit our sexual 
partners, wear condoms or just not have 
sex at all is a form of heterosexual 
oppression and that only by having 
unprotected intercourse can gay men truly 
be free. However, self-destruction is 
hardly an effective means of resistance. 
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Fortunately, this sentiment seems to be 
coming from a small segment of the 
community and does not represent the 
feelings of most gay men. 

As gay men, we are not off the hook: 
regardless of the trends, as a group we are 
still being infected by a preventable 
disease. We have the methods to make 
sex fun and safer, and this recent attention - 
should be a wake up call. We can do 
better for ourselves.

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silence is not always golden

I’ve been thinking a lot recently about 
the issue of free speech and the 
complications that arise when the delicate 
balance that keeps it in check is thrown off. 
A few weeks ago, a reporter from The 
Calgary Herald called and asked for my 
comments on the show-biz antics of one 
Marshall Mathers the third, a.k.a. Eminem, 
a.k.a. Slim Shady. For those of you who 
don’t know, Eminem is pop music’s most 
recent—and disturbing—breakaway 
phenomenon, a bleached (desperately in 
need of toner) blond who raps about such 
kicky little subjects as raping his mother 
and stabbing homosexuals in the head. 
When my comments appeared in print, 
some people within the community were 
more than a little dismayed that, despite 
having dismissed Eminem as “an idiot” and 
“a loudmouth in big pants,” I defended the 
artist’s right to free speech. Elton John also 
came under similar fire recently, from 
British community groups and fellow pop 
star Boy George, for giving the rapper’s 
CD a good review in the pages of Interview 
magazine and referring to him as “‘a poet.” 

For a nanosecond following a 
particularly vocal attack on my character, I 
debated whether or not my support for 
Eminem’s free speech was a ‘whoops’ or a 
‘whoa.’ It was most definitely a ‘whoa’— 
as in, “hold it right there.” The matter at 
hand was not so much one of the rapper’s 


ef a 
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lyrical content—which I do find 
reprehensible—as it was of a person’s right 
to express themself, for better or worse. 


The problems inherent to limiting freedom 


of expression unfortunately become most 
apparent in reference to potentially 
damaging subjects. Gay people, women’s 
groups and many others (he is an equal 
opportunity offender) take umbrage with 
Eminem’s lyrics, much in the same way 
right-wing politicians and some religious 
leaders denounce any sort of message that 
might help convince people that gay is 
okay. Clearly, it is a matter of perspective. 
Is one side more correct than the other in 
terms of free speech? No. The playing 
field has to be level and the debate 
uncensored in order for true 
communication—and, one hopes, 
progress—to occur. 

Now, it may all come down to a matter 
of semantics, but I find there is a distinct 
difference between hate speech and speech 
that is merely hateful. Rest assured that I 
find neither to be, as Ja Stewart would put 
it, “a good thing.” To me, hate speech 
involves an agenda, a focused campaign to 
spread selectively incorrect yet plausible 
messages designed to bring harm to a 
specific group or belief system. It must 
also be said that hate speech is, more often 
than not, reserved for situations where the 
speaker is preaching to the converted, or at 
least those dangerously close to being so. 

Hateful speech, on the other hand, is 
about lashing out and sounding off, more 
the by-products of ignorance and 
frustration than an organized and concerted 
effort to cause damage. True, fleeting 
words by a rapper (who doesn’t even 
include lyrics in his liner notes) could 
potentially cause trouble, but in this day 
and age, almost anything can be employed 
as a scapegoat when it comes to 
rationalizing acts of violence. If all it takes 
are the lyrics in a song to set a kid off, then 
chances are the “wiring” was faulty to 
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begin with, or greater social forces were 
already at work. I find it far more troubling 
that people looked upon as authority 
figures—Stockwell Day and Dr. Laura for 
example—spread messages of intolerance 
to a far more dangerous demographic: 
adults. More specifically, adults who cast 
votes and use their consumer power to 
support the few companies that choose to 
back hate-mongering programs or 
individuals. Do I think the “good” doctor 
and Day should be silenced? No. More 
responsible in how they express their 
opinions—yes. But silenced, an emphatic 
no.

There is something to be said about artistic vision 
when it remains unswayed or undistracted by the 
kaleidoscope of ideas that swirl and eddy in the 
mainstream of Western culture. New York-based Stephen 
Alton is an architect whose vision has always remained 
focused on the matter at hand: namely the pursuit of 
functional design with an emphasis on integrity. Alton’s 
dedication to his work has garnered him an impressive 
reputation both within Manhattan and beyond, and resulted 
in coverage in such high-profile publications as Flatiron 
and Elle Decor. Outlooks contributor Darren McInnes sat 
down with Alton to discuss some of the architect’s 
practices, principles and pursuits. The photos that appear 
on these pages are images from one of Alton’s most recent 
projects, New Gotham. 

Outlooks: Tell me a bit about your background— 
what steps have brought you to where you are today? 

Alton: I attended college at Boston University and 
earned my professional architecture degree at the Rhode 
Island School of Design. After that, I did an independent 
study with Tamaso Zanoni in Zurich. Once that was 
completed, I moved to New York and worked for Rafael 
Vinoly, then Lembo Bohn Design Associates. | started my 
own practice in the city about seven years ago. 

Outlooks: Do you find working in New York 
inspiring or distracting when it comes to defining your 
aesthetic or focusing on work? 

Alton: It’s the only place I have ever worked for any 
length of time, so it’s difficult to have a comparison. My 
guess is that it’s a bit of both. Everything is available here 
with regards to cultural institutions to feed off of. And 
everything changes very fast here. It’s one of the most 
urban places in the world, if not the most by some 
standards. Those are the reasons for making it both 
exciting and distracting. There is incredible opportunity 
here, but it is also incredibly competitive. With regards to

At first glance the work is deceptively 
simple: a stark black and white portrait 
above a milky bright field of colour. In the 
variety of subjects there is evidence of 
calculated uniformity; smiles are bright, 
eyelashes long and, for the most part, 
gender is indeterminate. This last quality 
could prove troubling for some in the larger 
population, were it not for one factor. The 
subjects in this case are animals—happy, 
cartoonlike animals realized in cheap 
porcelain decades ago, loved and left in the 
ever-accumulating pile of mass-market 
merchandise. 

Pop culture’s litter is smiling at the 
public once again, thanks to the eye and 
outlook of Calgary artist Diane McGeachy 
who, though extremely selective in her 
rescue efforts, plucked the objects from the

obscurity of garage sale tables and thrift 
store shelves. 

“I love the oddity of the objects I 
discovered; I definitely wanted to share 
them,” she says of the vintage menagerie. 
“Besides, people have more empathy for 
animals than they do for each other, 
especially in Western culture, where we’re 
separated more and more by technology.” 

Of chief interest to McGeachy was the 
role that these objects played—and now 
continue to play—in the process of 
experiencing art on a day-to-day basis. 

“We live in a mass-market, pop culture 
society—where is painting?” she asks. 
“What is the average person’s encounter 
with paint and where is that paint? It’s 
often on a mass-produced item.” 

It is through this approach that 
McGeachy chose ordinary house paint to 
bring colour to the pieces. 

“People encounter that in their daily 
lives in today’s world more than ‘painting’ 
in the classical sense.” 

Colour and black-and-white figure 
prominently in much of McGeachy’s work, 
including previous pieces that saw 
colourful crowned princesses frolicking on 
the neutral stage of Alberta’s grassland, 
framed by stark black-and-white wooden 
cut-outs of vintage dancehall girls. 

“This is totally in step with my earlier 
work—all of my work, as a matter of 
fact—which deals with black and white 
versus colour,’ she says. “It’s a general 
abstraction that I’ve always referenced. 
The Wizard of Oz had a huge effect on me 
as a child.” 

Interestingly, the hues chosen to 
provide colour in the pieces were drawn 
from the objects themselves, a decades-old 
palette that could easily have been lifted 
from the pages of the latest issue of 
wallpaper. 

“T don’t see colour in terms of trends 
or eras,” McGeachy says, “they can be ‘in’ 


or ‘out’ or whatever, but that shouldn’t 
compromise the viewer’s response.” 

Indeed, the psychology attached to the 
feelings that colour evokes figures 
prominently in both McGeachy’s life and 
work. 

“Tf colour weren’t so important, then 
why do all world religions use it so 
extensively?” she asks. “Colour has a 
profound effect on humans and it’s so 
understated. I use childhood as a reference 
point because children’s perception is more 
open; they’re less judgmental when it 
comes to things like bright colour. We lost 
that sensibility—or we can—when we get 
older, and that’s shortchanging ourselves.” 

With little formal training in 
photography, McGeachy believes that the 
learning curve involved in using that 
medium in her own work has led to a 
stronger appreciation of both the process 
and the results. 

“T liked the faces on these objects,” she 
says, “by shooting them in black-and-white 
it gave me an opportunity to ‘neutralize’ 
them and give them a bit of uniformity. 


Also, black-and-white inevitably alludes to 
nostalgia.” 

In the case of these pieces, the absence 
of both colour and fine detail in the 
photography was crucial in revealing the 
key features of her childlike subjects. 

“A lot of the shine and the gradations 
went away when I went high-contrast on 
the photography. In a way it makes them 
more dramatic, possibly more nostalgic; 
there’s a ghostly quality about them,” 
McGeachy offers. “Because the objects 
are kitsch—over-emotional, over- 
sentimentalized—this was a way to lessen 
that and move more into the realm of 
minimalism. That’s the direction I’m 
heading in now, anyway.” 

For her return to Calgary gallery walls, 
McGeachy has specifically chosen the 
more intimate “Parkade” space in the 
Truck gallery to show her work. 

“There’s no need for a ‘grand’ gallery 
space here—these are small objects and 
they need to be experienced on an intimate 
level,” she stresses. 

In whichever space they’re shown, 
viewer perception—the baggage and 
bouquets they bring to experiencing the 
work—will play a key role in how the 
show is received. At times, the grinning 
characters can look sinister, nightmare 
images straight out of an old Twilight Zone 
episode. From a different perspective, they 
are as harmless and approachable as 
anything found in a toy catalogue. 
McGeachy is pleased with her subjects’ 
duality: 

“T think if you’re rendering something 
and it only comes off one way—just cute or 
just creepy—I think you’re missing a lot of 
the complexity of what art should be. [| 
think art should reveal, or attempt to reveal, 
at least some of that to the viewer.”

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Cooperative community effort 


Concems arose within Calgary’s gay 


community recently following the 
announcement that the city’s progressive 
police chief, Christine Silverberg, would be 
stepping down from her position in 
October. Many were worried that the 
departure of a leader as openly gay-positive 
as Silverberg could put an uncomfortable 
distance between the community and the 
Calgary Police Service. 

According to Constable Doug Jones, 
Hate/Bias Crime Coordinator for the 
Cultural Resources Unit, nothing could be 
further from the truth. 

“T can say [Chief Silverberg] certainly 
has been supportive of this initiative that I 
plan to go full speed ahead with. There are 
several other [initiatives] I have for the 
community that I’m going to push forward, 
as well,” says Jones. “Our unit reports 
directly to the deputy chief—Rick 
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Hanson—and he has always been very 
supportive of my position and our 
relationship with the community.” 

Jones is proud to report that progress is 
being made as communication increases 
between those affected by hate crimes and 
the CPS. He points out a recent incident 
involving a gay male and several rowdy 
teenagers. Upon seeing a Pride sticker on 
the man’s car, the teens began to follow 
him in their own vehicle, shouting and 
swearing. As the aggressors were leaving, 
the man wrote down the vehicle’s license 
number and description. 

“He knew that nothing could be done, 
really, [with regards to verbal harassment] 
but he’d heard about me and wanted me to 
know,” Jones says. What Jones was able to 
do was ‘run’ the plates and get a positive 
ID on the vehicle. 

“T found out that one of the young men 
involved had two terrific parents who were 
very interested to hear what their son had 
been up to,” Jones says. “They felt that this 
was a matter of peer pressure because, 
apparently, this young man had been 
around gay people in the past and was quite 
comfortable with it.” 

Jones is quick to point out that in the 
case of hate crimes—or potential hate 
crimes—knowledge truly is power. He 
suggests that, had the individuals in that 
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mean the most in time of need. 


When someone you know is going through the sorrow and confusion of life’s 
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vehicle been involved in gay bashing at 
another point in the evening, the 
information given by the man who was 
verbally abused could have provided a very 
strong lead in the process of solving a more 
serious crime. 

“This kind of information is beginning 
to trickle in and these are the kinds of 
things that we want to hear about,” Jones 
stresses. “You can see how this kind of 


information can be productive in a number 
of ways.” 

In order to open up more effective 
lines of communication, Jones is currently 
working on a system that would attach case 
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numbers to reports of such incidents, to 
ensure that cross-referencing and follow- 
ups in such cases is more comprehensive 
for the Hate/Bias Crime Unit.

In the end, there was a certain poetic 
justice to it all.

following the final episode in which the vast 
majority of those polled thought the wrong 
person won. In other circles, another vast 
majority, ironically, felt that Hatch deserved 
to win. What was most ironic was that no 
one seemed to consider it ironic at all.

Well, aside from the fact that Rich has 
suddenly become a very descriptive name— 
not a whole lot, I suppose. No one is yet 
hailing Hatch’s victory as a major step 
forward for gay rights—and calling it one 
would be stretching things a little thin.

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Bridge Across The Ocean by Randy 
Boyd, published by West Beach Books 

If Hollywood were ever to make a 
movie based on Randy Boyd’s novel Bridge 
Across the Ocean, the opening song on the 
soundtrack would have to be the Rolling 
Stones’ You Can’t Always Get What You 
Want. Despite this age-old wisdom (song or 
no song) Boyd takes us on a literary journey 
that is as frustrating for the reader as it is for 
Bridge’s lead character. 

At the start of the book we meet Derek, 
a young black gay man at a crossroads in his 
life. In an effort to cope with his HIV- 
positive status, he leaves the ratrace of the 
advertising industry to concentrate on his 
first love, painting. The story begins as 
Derek steps off a bus at a Mexican resort 
called Parrott Creek, the place he has chosen 
to try and gain some perspective before 
proceeding with his “new” life. It is here 
that he meets the Velardes or, more 
specifically, Rob, Roberta and Skeeter. 

After a short while at the resort, Derek 
begins hanging out with Rob and Skeeter, 
(sixteen and thirteen, respectively) attracted 
by their youthful exuberance and the 
validation their admiration gives him.

Peanut butter and jam. Soap and 
water. Politicians and scandals. Certain 
things are put on this earth to go together 
and make people happy. Musicians Sarah 
Hamilton and David have been on this list 
for some time now, and their aptly titled 
debut CD All In Good Time will certainly 
confirm this to listeners beyond their 
established circuit of live performance 
venues. After a partnership of almost 
thirty years—musical and otherwise—this 
pair has polished their act into a signature 
jazz sound that makes every song seem 
like an old favourite, even if you’re 
hearing it for the first time. 
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There is one other thing F 
that holds his interest as F 
well: intense feelings for 
the older of the two boys, 
even though Derek is ten 
years his senior. Despite

Unfortunately, in Bridge Across the 
Ocean, the novel’s problems are not just 
limited to the inner turmoil of its characters. 


All In Good Time stands out from the 
crowd chiefly on merit of simplicity—big 
“produced” sound has been forfeited in 
favour of a more casual approach, one that 
has all the ease and spontaneity of their 
live performances.

formation just cries out to be emulated—it 
is the stuff drag queen’s wet dreams are 
made of.

book, do not belong to Boyd. Initially set in 
1988, Bridge gets bogged down by forced 
nostalgia and a sense of joviality that rings 
hollow—characters “double over” with 
laughter over things that aren’t even 
remotely funny and routines from old 
Airplane! movies are trotted out ad nauseum 
throughout Derek and the boys’ island 
friendship. Bridge Across the Ocean is 
based on a true story, likely the reason that it 
mimics perfectly those awkward “‘you had 
to be there’ moments that we all encounter 
in life. And it is just about as pleasant to 
experience. Surprisingly, though, the novel 
does turn out to be a bit of a page-turner: 
after Derek’s long and arduous pursuit of 
Rob, the reader is engaged to “stay in the 
game” long enough to see if the protagonist 
scores—a cheap thrill, to be sure, but when 
life—or an author—gives you lemons...
